vessels caught in the ice in the Bay 
of Islands, Newfoundland. 


Eight New England fishing vessels 


.vith crews are lying in the ice and 
n a dangerous position. The owners 
lave used every means, but without 
success, to procure a steamer from 
Newfoundland to rescue the men and 
vessels, and now this government has 
been asked for aid. 


Whether or no the Seminole will 
ucceed in her mission is problemati- 
cal and the subject of a considerable 
difference 
of opinion 
here, many 


owners and skippers believing that 
the crafts cannot be rescued until the 
ice breaks up in the 
spring, while 


others are just as confident that the 
Seminole will be successful and take 
the crafts out of the ice to a place ot 
safety. 


Capt. Norman Ross, who but re- 


cently returned from Bay of Islands 
and is fully acquainted with the con 
ditions there, has gone on the Semin 
ole. 


The Seminole is one of the best 


equipped vessels in the revenue ser- 
vice and has been for some time sta- 
tioned on the New England coast. Her 
work in the Bay of Islands will be to 
cut the ire so as to allow a clear pas- 
sage of the fishermen to open water. 


The Bay of Islands is between COO 


and 700 miles from Boston, and the 
Seminole is expected

It 
was founded in 1035 by Cardinal Rich- 
elieu and reorganized In 1810. It is 
composed of forty members, the new 
member elected by the remaining thir- 
ty-nine members for life after personal 
application and the submission of their 
nomination to the head of the state. It 
meets twice weekly at the palace Mn- 
tarln, 23 Qual Contl, Paris, and Is "the 
highest authority on everything apper- 
taining to the niceties of the French 
language—to grammar, rhetoric and 
poetry and the publication of the 
French classics." The chief officer is 
the secretary, who has a life tenure of 
his position.

\vhicb 011 the part of Germany was un- 
doubtedly to break down tbe Monroe 
doctrine, must be taken either as a re- 
flection on tbe astuteness of .British 
statesmanship or an evidence of the 
Insincerity of tbe British protestations 
of friendship for tbe United States. 
All along It baa been pretty well un- 
derstood that tbe British people were 
not in sympathy with tbe alliance, and 
now, from tbe utterances of tbe "Thun- 
derer," it would seem that the Balfour 
ministry Is getting heartily tired of it 


What Great Britain expected to ac- 


complish by tbe alliance other than the 
collection of a trivial claim not worth 
the powder it has burned in helping to 
maintain a "peaceful blockade" the 
most astute of English statesmen out- 
side1 tbe ministry are at a loss to un- 
derstand. In a speech at Plymouth 
some time ago Lord Rosebery said he 
did not pretend to know what tbe mo- 
tives for tbe alliance may hare been, 
but felt convinced that they must have 
been "imperious," because, as be rath- 
er sarcastically sets forth, an alliance 
of that kind, in which you are bound 
to go with your ally to any lengths to 
which it may suit him to go, though it 
might not suit you, is "unwise" and 
may land you "in a very dangerous 
position." 


By way of illustration Lord Rosebery 


made reference to the sufficiently mod- 
ern instance of Mexico, in which Eng- 
land and Spain went in with France, 
ostensibly, just as in Venezuela, to en- 
force the payment of debts due their 
citizens, but in which the other two 
powers were forced to withdraw and 
to dissociate themselves from the pro- 
ceedings of France when they discov- 
ered that "tbe French bad an ulterior, 
policy of their own, which we were un- 
able to support" 


Everybody knows that that "ulterior 


policy" was tbe overthrow of the Mon- 
roe doctrine aud the extension to this 
continent of the "political system" of 
Imperial France. Tbe occasion looked 
favorable because we had our bands 
full at home. It was only when we 
had settled our domestic differences 
that we were able to turn our atten- 
tion to what was going on in Mexico, 
with tbe result that the French hur- 
riedly evacuated that country and left 
poor Maximilian to bis fate. 


It is perhaps not to be wondered at 


that Germany should have got the no- 
tion that with a European alliance she 
could accomplish in South America 
what France failed to do in Mexico, 
but thnt the British, who have reason 
to know more than the Germans of tbe 
temper of this continent, should have 
twice within half a century been led 
Into such a doubtful enterprise is quite 
unaccountable. 


Whatever may have been tbe pur- 


pose or motive of either party to 
the alliance, they have all been plainly 
given to understand that the Monroe 
doctrine is still operative and will so 
remain regardless of European combi- 
nations. 


A somewhat notable change in Ger- 


man policy with regard to the con- 
aitlon of affairs in Macedonia is noted 
In the foreign dispatches. 
For some 


nonths past Austria-Hungary and Rus- 
sia have been exerting pressure upon 
tbe porte to effect practical adminis- 
trative reforms as the sole means of 
preventing a revolutionary movement 
upon a large scale, with all its possible 
consequences. They have insisted cliief- 
ly^ upon tbe 
reorganization of 
the 


gendarmerie and the conversion of it 
Into a genuine police force that would 
extend protection to Christians and 
Mussulmans .alike.

In Ce**re*e, 


Out of tbe multitude of antitrust ut- 


terances io oangrew it tiow appears 
probable that there will come some 
sort of definite action looking toward 
the mitigation of at least .a portion of 
the evils charged up against capital- 
istic and industrial combinations. While 
the time of the present congress Is 
very short, cnly about a mouth before 
its expiration under the time limit It 
is yet possible to enact an antitrust 
measure before the close of tbe session 
if members et congress are inclined to 
act with reasonable celerity. A fair 
start has beon made in the introduction, 
of tbe Littieneld bill, which has tbe 
approval of the house Judiciary com- 
mittee. Its leading features may be 
summarized as follows: 


Fir«.—Publicity by reports to Ihe Inter- 
state commerce commission on the part 
of all corporations engaged in Interstate 
commerce, the Incluslvenesa of which 
would be likely to convert mercantile cor- 
porations to their old favor for Individual 
and partnership organization. 
Second.—The prohibition of rebates or 
preferences In transportation rates under 
penalty to both the carrier and the re- 
ceiver of the discrimination. 
Third.—Attempt by any corporation to 


monopolize or control production or sal* 
shall exclude it from Interstate commerce. 


Fourth.—Common carriers engaged in 
Interstate commerce not to transport 
goods for combinations or corporations 
seeking monopolize control. 


Fifth.—-Authorizing the writ of Injunc- 


tion to forbid violations of any provision 
of the act. 
Sixth.—Providing threefold damages for 
persons, firms or corporations Injured by 
any of the prohibited acts. 


This is regarded as a Judicious and 


conservative measure, and its support- 
ers believe that, if It were enacted and 
Its provisions enforced in letter and 
spirit the day of monopolistic trusts 
would hi a short time be ended, 
while corporations formed only for 
greater efficiency in legitimate busi- 
ness eoulfl continue in operation. The 
people demand of their representatives 
in congress some sort of antitrust leg- 
islation ut this session, and tbe Littie- 
neld act way as well be given a trial. 
It may not prove a remedy for all the 
trust ills, but it will doubtless lessen 
the evilt. of which the people justly 
complain. 


Growth of the Churches In 1902. 
Some very interesting facts are 


brought out by the annual statistical 
exhibit of the churches of the United 
States which has Just been compiled 
by Rev. D*. Henry L. Carroll, tbe rec- 
ognized statistician of the ecclesiastic- 
al world. Dr. Carroll finds that dur- 
ing 1902 there was a net gain of 720 
ministers, 1,201 churches and 403,743 
communicants in all the denominations 
In this country, which is a considera- 
ble decrease over the year before, when 
the increase In the number of commu 
nicants was reported as 924,675. Dr. 
Carroll accounts for this disparity by 
the fact tnat to 1901 the Catholic 
bodies were credited with an increase 
of 473,083, ybile this year the in 
crease is placed at 120,634. The in- 
crease for the various larger denomina- 
tions, as far as communicants are con- 
cerned, are:

It is com- 
posed of Finns, whose emigration to 
the United States has been greatly ac- 
celerated by the Russificatlon of Fin- 
land.

By 1807 r 
school of drawing, technical and oth 
erwise, was opened, and so thorougl 
was it that a year later three of its pu 
pils successfully passed their exarni 
nations before the Royal Art academy 
Next an employment agency was added 
to the departments of the institution 
also, under the special auspices of thi 
crowu princess, a home for girl pupils 
At this stage unfortunately the Hlus 
trlous philanthropist Lette, who had 
been the head and front of the organ! 
zation and its president from the be- 
ginning, passed out of life. This was 
in 1S6S. So thoroughly had he imbued 
the wliole body of workers and man- 
agers with his spirit, however, that the 
enterprise continued as be had planned 
It. Ills daughter, Frau Anna Scbep- 
eler-Lette, was elected president in his 
place, and like him she served as such 
till her death. 


The technical school for women grew 


apace, grew marvelously and extended 
Its sphere y«nr by year. At length 
under the management of the Lette 
verein, there were a commercial school 
a school of drawing and n trades 
school, In which all the branches 01 
manual Industry commonly pursued 
by women were taught, such as cook 
ing. housekeeping, washing and iron 
ing. There was also a school of art 
embroidery and art hand work. 
Be- 


tides these, there were the girls' home, 
the employment agency and a depart- 
ment for the distribution of money 
to deserving- women temporarily in 
need of help. Now also other branches 
have been added, and bookbinders, 
typesetters nnd office clerks are per- 
fectly trained for their work.

1884 an excellent-restaurant has been 
conducted in this model femnle Indus* 
trial school. There is nqw, too, a class 
for learning; photography. In the whole 
school there ate 2,000 pupils. 


At last the establishment entirely 


outgrew Its quarters. Then a magnifi- 
cent new building was erected and 
opened Oct. 1, which with the garden 
and grounds about It eonatltnfe* one of 
the show places of Berlin.

Killing Two Birds With One Stone. 


The demand of fashion for birds' 


plumage has led to tbe creation of a 
new Industry, which apparently does 
no violence to public sentiment or stat- 
ute law against tbe destruction of the 
feathery tribes. 


Farmer Billings of Brookdale, Pa., 


has taken a contract to furnish a Chi- 
cago milliner with crow beads at 25 
cents apiece. It costs something to get 
a dead crow, because it is an elusive 
bird, and ammunition cannot be hud 
for nothing. Billings, however, is an 
enterprising speculator. 
He has de 


vised a scheme by which a maximum 
number of crows' heads can be ob- 
tained at small expense. He has set 
up a chicken incubator, in which are 
placed as fast as' laid tbe eggs of about 
100 hen crows that have been trapped 
with perhaps a dozen cock crows 
Within fifteen dnys the little creatures 
are hatched, and a fortnight later they 
are ready to be beheaded. It Is un- 
derstood that the head of a crow chick 
is worth just as much as that of the 
oldest of the same species. At the uni- 
form rate of four for $1 dead they will 
pay the producer. 


Earmer Billings has up to date, we 


believe, the only crow hatchery in the 
country, but with a profitable market 
for defunct crows others are likely to 
follow his lead, as there Is no patent on 
the process of producing crows eithcv 
by Incubator or otherwise. The prob- 
lem which has given farmers much 
concern Is how to get rid of them. 


If now my lady can be satisfied with 


crows' plumage for her headgear and 
at the same time the farmer be re- 
lieved of the most troublesome pes.t of 
hia cornfields, two birds will be killed 
with one stone, and the most devout 
Audubonlst can have no reason for 
complaint 


The war against adulterated, drugs

eon for pelagic sealing this year, to 
proi ide for the destruction of the seal 
herd at the Pribyloff islands, with the 
exception of 10,000 females and 1,000 
males.

places, was advocated 
years ago, 


when the 
so-called 
poachers com 


menced their operations and caused 
a great falling off in the number of 
seals taken at the islands; but it was 
never approved by congress, and the 
pelagic sealers have continued their 
havoc, with the result that the skins 
taken at the islands have 
become 


fewer in number year by year. Kill- 
Ing of the entire seal herd, or most of 
It, would be an effective if not wholly 
satisfactory method of terminating 
the sealing dispute, and this country 
has unquestionably the right to adopt 
It If it chooses; and possibly this Is 
the belt thing that could be done un- 
der the circumstances.

Leslie's Weekly Bestows High Praise 


Upon His Work. 


A late number of Lt-slie's Weekly

"If I were asked, says the wrjter, 


"what work of fiction for the coming 
season will be likely to have "the most 
genuine merit and greatest interest 
for the discriminating reader, I would 
unhesitatingly say that it is the vol- 
ume of stories by Thomas Bailey Al- 
drich, announced from the press of 
Houghton, Mifflin, and Company. Mr. 
Aldrich has not been a voluminous 
writer; he has chosen to write well 
rather than to write much. He has 
never allowed hasty, crude, and un- 
finished work to go from his hand, but 
has always maintained the high stan- 
dard which has given him a place 
along with Lowell, Emerson, Long- 
'ellow, Whittier, and others of the 
old and illustrious school of New Eng- 
land 
writers. 
His 
last 
work, 


a 
volume 
of 
poems, 
appeared 


in 
1895. 
Of 
the 
volumes- 


thus far issued in his name, 
five 


have been in veise and seven have 
been works of fiction. -Vlr. Aldrich is 
probably more widely known by his 
"Ballad of Babie Bell" than anything 
else he has written, although this was 
one of his first productions. In ex- 
quisite tenderness and pathetic sweet- 
ness we know of no poem in the Eng- 
lish language excelling this ballad, and 
it is not strange that it should have 
sung itself into the hearts and homes 
of child lovers all over Christendom. 
Among Mr. Aldrich's prose writings 
his "Story of a Bad Boy" and "Mar- 
jorie Daw and Other People" are per- 
haps the most popular, and are cer- 
tainly heard of must frequently-. 


Death by Fulllns I* Pleasant. 


Most people regnrd death by a fall as 


one of the most agonizing forms of 
dying.

factory. 


He presented a petition from the 


W. C. T. U. of the state, resolutions

by the Quakers at Weare. 


Mr. Robbins said that-his attention 


was called to a remark that the may- 
or ^of Boston has given about the li- 
cense farce in his city. Mr. Robbins 
wrote to the mayor to ask for a few 
words of explanation and the mayor 
replied in effect that the license law 
of his state had,.been turned into a 
farce because 
of 
non-enforcement.

date farmer. 


The Brown Swiss, a rare variety of 


cattle in. the west, show up as great 
dairy animals, a cow of this breed hav- 
ing an authenticated test of 3.25, 3.03 
and 3.14 pounds of butter for three 
successive days. 
Few cows of any 


breed can beat this record. 


All through the soft corn territory 


are to be found men, and lots of them, 
who to save their crop bought stock 
cattle of any and all sorts to feed. 
These cattle are already being rushed 
to market half fat and wholly unfinish- 
ed and sold at a big loss to the owner. 


One feeder finds turnips a very valu- 


able aid in fattening his steers. While 
there is not much fat in the turnips, 
they are greatly relished and serve aa 
an appetizer and aid to digestion. In 
England a feeder would not know how 
to fatten a steer or sheep without tur- 
nips. 


Tho men in the north country—the ex- 


treme northern limit of the corn belt— 
are always fooling with tbe big core of 
the south coinitiy, and nearly always 
to their sorrow. 
Northeun cornfields 


should be planted with not them grown 
soert and of tho&e varieties only which 
will mature iu 100 to 110 days. 


Many county boards of supervisors 


are buying stone crushers and will be- 
gin a systematic plan of macadamizing 
the public highways. Those crushers 
can bo operated by an ordinary thrash- 
ing engine and set up at any place 
•where stone suitable for the purpose 
can be obtained. These machines will 
crush hard heads as well as limestone. 


There are two agencies which can be 


made to promote the improvement of 
the public highways, paupers and pa- 
triotism. The splendid highways of 
European countries are the outgrowth 
of the pauperism of the common people 
of those countries—road work or star- 
vation. America should substitute pa- 
triotism, such enthusiasm and commu- 
nity of Interest in the securing of good 
roads a» will In a very few years give 
us tho best of highways. 


"Does it pay to keep sheep on a sev- 


enty-five dollar an acre corn belt 
farm?" we are asked. Yes, provided 
tbe man wuo keeps them Is a sheep 
man, 
otherwise not. The objections to 


sheep are that special and extra fenc- 
ing is required, as they spoil the pas- 
ture for the other stock. On the other 
hand, they keep the farm free from 
weeds and use up much roughage 
which but for them would be wasted. 
The pound of mutton can be produced 
as cheaply as the pound of pork or 
beef, and there is the wool besides. 


All Held crops save the legumes— 


clover, alfalfa, beans, peas and their 
relatives-remove more or less fertility 
from the noil, Home crops, such as to- 
bacco, flax, millet and cotton, being al- 
most soil robbers, while wheat, oats, 
barley and rye are heavy feeders, corn 
Of nil our common crops drawing the 
most upon the sun and air and least 
upon the soil. The legumes referred to 
poticicfts the happy faculty of appro- 
priating the free nitrogen In the air and 
depositing It In the soil a« available 
plant food, and thus become enrlchcra 
instead of liupoverlslu-rs of the noil.

Sleep in a warm bed in winter—if 


you can. This getting into a cold bed 
and trying to warm it with the beat Of 
the body is folly and a heavy drain on 
one's vitality. 


The cotton crop of the south aggre- 


gates 11,000,000 bales of 490 pounds to 
the bale, or 5,390.000,000 pounds, worth 
about 0 cents per pound, or $485,000,- 
000. Xo wonder the south is prospering. 


On the KJO acre farm there should al- 


ways be not les>s than twenty acres in 
clover, this clover patch to be moved 
about from year to year so as to cover 
all the arable portions of the farm 
every five or six years. 


With all the many improved appli- 


ances in use in the abattoirs of the 
country all animals are still killed by 
band, a knock in the bead or a slit in 
the throat still being the most effective 
and humane method to be employed. 


The big state fairs ha\e just about 


exterminated the smaller county fairs, 
the average farmer preferring to put 
his time and money in an outing at the 
big show. We regard this as a posi- 
tive misfortune to the best interests of 
agriculture. 


If we were going to experiment with 


alfalfa, we would sow it on a tract up- 
on which clover had been the previous 
crop, if we could do so, the probability 
being that the bacterial life left there 
by the clover would also be favorable 
to the alfalfa. 


Wherever the catalpa will grow and 


do well there it should be planted ex- 
tensively as a forest tree. It does- not 
seem to do well north of latitude 40, 
growing" slowly, crooked and gnarly. 
North of this line the larch and white 
ash should be substituted for it 


The year 1902 brought some record 


breaking sales of fine cattle in price 
obtained, the Hereford bull Perfection 
going at $9,000 to an Illinois breeder 
and the Angus bull Prince Ito going to 
another Illinois man at $9,100, while 
the Angus heifer Black Cap Judy went 
at $6,500. 


A reduction of the size of tbe farms 


compels a study of intensive agricul- 
ture, the production of two crops where 
one grew before. This in turn compels 
a study of the scientific side of agricul- 
ture and elevates it from a mere hap- 
hazard business to the level of the pro- 
fessions. 


'" ALFALFA. AS A FOBAGB CSUIF.? 


We are asked some questions about 


the A B Cs ot alfalfa, what it ia, how 
it grows, what it is good for, etc. While 
gucb queries niay *t*a» almost unneces- 
sary In the west, it should not be for- 
gotten that east of the Missouri river 
alfalfa is a new and but little known 
forage plant. For the benefit of those 
who know but little about it we sny 
that it is one of the oldest known for- 
age plants, is of tbe clover family, pos- 
sessing the power of nitrifying and en- 
riching the soil upon which it grows, 
but unlike clo\ er, which is a biennial, it 
lives for many years: its roots reach 
far aud deep for permanent moisture, 
and this fact render* it largely indiffer- 
ent to drought. It is richer in protein 
or nitrogenous properties than any oth- 
er of our common forage plants, and 
herein lies its great value. It is very 
productive, from two to five crops a 
year being harvested. Stock of all kinds 
is extremely fond of it, either green or 
cured as hay, and it is so nutritious 
that it largely takes the place of grain. 
It will not grow on all soils, and, while 
it seems to thrive anywhere when the 
soil is under a system of irrigation, 
where this is wanting the conditions 
must be such as to permit its roots to 
find a supply of permanent moisture at 
a depth of from eight to ten feet be- 
neath the surface. 
The plant has so 


much inherent value to all farmers that 
careful experimenting with it will pay 
any farmer anywhere. The seed may 
be obtained from any seed house. It is 
known by the name of lucerne in Eu- 
rope. 


THE FARM OR 160O A TEAR. 


A man on a good quarter section of 


land was complaining because he had 
not made anything the past year and 
expressed regret that his brother, who 
was clerk in a town bank at a salary of 
$600 a year, was so much better off 
than be was. A friend did a little fig- 
uring for him and easily proved that 
he was all wrong in his conclusions. It 
figured out something like this: The 
bank clerk got §GOO, out of which he 
had to pay $180 for rent of house, leav- 
ing $420 with which to meet all the 
other many expenses of living for him- 
self, wife and three children. He really 
had bard work to make both ends meet. 
The brother on the farm bad had his 
house rent, the best board for him- 
self, wife and three children and wife's 
mother, their clothing and all house- 
hold comforts. There was a new $400 
barn which had been built; there were 
ten head more cattle, thirty more hogs 
and three more colts than a year pre- 
vious, a new surrey in the barn and 
S150 worth of new machinery, all either 
produced on the farm or paid for from 
the products raised on the farm during 
the year. "Hold on," said the farmer. 
"I see that I am an old fool." 


The material for some very tooth- 


some pies and sauce can be procured 
early iu the season by removing one or 
two pieplant roots to the cellar iu the 
fall and covering with earth. The 
shoots will soon show up tender and 
white. The root should be well frozen 
before removal. 


Hundreds of farmers' wives have 


each sold from $200 to $300 worth of 
poultry and eggs which they have 
raised on the farm the past year. This 
makes the hens which may be kept in 
an ordinary way upon the average farm 
ns good money makers as a dairy of 
from six to ten average cows, and not 
as much trouble to care for. 


Professor Koch of Berlin, the emi- 


nent bacteriologist, is given $250 a flay, 
his expenses and the assistance of two 
high priced aids by the British South 
African company to go to South Africa 
to study the cattle plague which has so 
nearly wiped out the live stock of that 
country. There are hundreds of other 
German professors who are glad to get 
$400 a year. 


With absolutely inexhaustible sup- 


plies of both anthracite and bituminous 
coal, with the best mining methods and 
machinery in the world nnd the most 
complete system of transportation, the 
American people are today importim; 
coal from foreign countries and being 
frozen out and held up for famine 
prices for fuel because they have not 
sense enough to settle a purely econom- 
ic question without hurting all the peo- 
ple. 


The work of the farmers' institute* 


is taking on a more comprehensive and 
practical form this winter than ever 
before. In connection with such insti- 
tutes there are now being exhibited 
samples of farm produce, corn especial- 
ly, an exhibit in which the farm boys 
are competing. Special sessions devoted, 
to domestic economy are held for the 
ladles and are well attended. The leav- 
en of an improved system of agricul- 
ture is at work all over tho country.

THE MODERN ROBI\ HOOD. 


We have recently had a chance to 


note the library buildings which in a 
half a dozen towns visited and which 
may be found all over the country are 
now in course of erection, the gifts of 
multimillionaire so called philanthro- 
pists, While not questioning the good 
which may result frcrn these gifts v e 
have never yet looked at one with a 
feeling of unalloyed appreciation of the 
philanthropy evidenced in the gift. We 
cannot get nd of the feeling that some- 
thing is radically wrong where it is 
even possible for one man to be so gen- 
erous in his benevolences. The ques- 
tion is being asked by the farmers of 
America and will have to be answered, 
Why, if the accumulation of such 
wealth as lies back of these libraries 
and colleges is an impossibility for ag- 
riculture, the base and foundation of 
our national prospc rity, should men in 
other lines of business be granted the 
privilege? Robin Hood held up the aris- 
tocrat and tho wealthy aud gave his 
pilfering to the poor, and so Robin be- 
came a benevolent outlaw. Our twen- 
tieth century i Robin Hood should be 
elected to congress. 


IN COLO CLIMATES. 


As a general proposition it never 


hurts men to freeze them up for two or 
three months during the winter season. 
In a way it toughens them physically, 
compels industry to provide the neces- 
sities of life—food to eat, fuel to burn 
and clothes to wear—incidental to such 
a freezing process, and this effort to 
live under such conditions develops the 
man. 
The love of life, the law of self 


preservation, operates only to the pom*- 
of- providing the minimum means of 
maintaining life, aud so it follows that 
in all countries where such living can 
be obtained with a minimum of effort 
there will the most poorly developed 
types of manhood be found. Thus it 
comes that frost nnd low temperatures, 
notwithstanding all the attendant dis- 
comfoi-ts, are important factors in 
man's development.
